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Vintage catalog in a currency crop

THE MOST impressive of 
several numismatic books 
published recently is the 
first edition of Albert Pick's 
"Standard Catalog of World 
Paper Money." 

The 720-page, $15 book is 
one of the most comprehen-
sive works on world curren-
cy ever published. More 
than 20,000 notes from 249 
countries are listed by date. 
Current market values are 
included, as are more than 
4,000 photographs. 

The author is a long-time 
paper money collector and 
writer. He is currently cura-
tor of the paper money col- 
lection of the Bavarian 
Mortgage and Exchange 
Bank of Munich, West Ger-
many. 

Krause Publications, Inc. 
[Iola, Wis. 54945] is the pub-
lisher in the United States. 
The book is similar in size 
and format to Krause Publi-
cations' "Standard Catalog 
of World Coins" by Chester 
L. Krause and Clifford Mish- 
ler. 

Another book on paper 
money, the eighth edition of 
"Paper Money of the United 
States" by Robert and Jack 
Friedberg, has been released 
by the publisher, Coin and 
Currency Institute, Inc. [393 
Seventh Av., New York, 
N.Y. 10001]. 

This hardback book, cost-
ing $17.50, is regarded as the 
standard reference on U.S. 
paper money. In addition to 
listing current selling 
prices, it includes illustra-
tions and a text that de-
scribe each variety of U.S. 
currency. A detailed listing 
of National Bank notes by 
state is included in a supple-
ment.
